Favorite  Lecturer  To  Be 
Artist  Series  Number 


Favorite  lecturer  for  thousands 
who  seek  basic  facts  on  world 
developments  is  Leland  Stowe, 
correspondent  and  roving  report¬ 
er,  who  will  appear  at  the  Wa- 
verly  high  school  auditorium  Feb. 
27,  according  to  the  Wartburg 
College  Artist  Series  committee, 
sponsor  of  Stowe's  appearance. 

For  more  than  ten  years  there 
has  been  a  constant  and  inerts 
ing  demand  for  every  new  lec 
ture  by  Leland  Stowe.  He  always 
speaks  from  personal,  on-the-spot 
investigation.  Hts  yearly  trip 
overseas,  studying  political  and 
social  trends,  gives  him  first¬ 
hand  findings  and  interpretations 
of  world  events,  which 
brought  out  directly  in  his  lec¬ 
tures  or  appear  in  his  syndicated 
newspaper  column  and 
merous  magazines. 

Honesty.  Not  Popularity. 

"It  is  not  a  lecturer's  ; 
to  try  to  be  popular,”  Mr.  Stowe 
insists.  "In  our  revolutionary 
times  a  lecturer  on  world  condi¬ 
tions  should  be  absolutely  honest 
with  his  audience.  He  should 
give  them  straight  opinions, 
as  well  as  all  the  truth  at  his 
command.” 

In  1930  he  was  awarded  the 
Pulitzer  prize  for  the  best  inter¬ 
pretive  writing  of  any  American 
correspondent.  For  his  outstand¬ 
ing  wartime  reporting,  Rfe.  Stowe 
was  awarded  the  Medal  of  the 
University  of  Missouri  School  of 
Journalism,  “for  distinguished 
service  in  journalism,"  in  1941 

In  1944  Mr.  Stowe  received 
honorary  doctor  of  letters  degree 
from  Wesleyan  university;  in 
1845  an  honorary  master  of  arts 
degree  from  Harvard  university. 
He  was  decorated  by  the 
government  in  January.  1945, 
with  the  Military  Cross  of  Greece 
for  courage  and  bravery  during 
the  Albanian  front  campaign. 

Mr.  Stowe  has  a  keenness  of 
perception  and  couragei 
spokeness  that  make  hu.. 
vorite  for  repeat  engagements.  He 
has  covered  almost  every  im¬ 
portant  and  diplomatic  event  in 
Europe  and  South  America.  He 
accompanied  President  Roosevelt 
to  South  America  when  he  at¬ 
tended  the  Pan-American  con¬ 
ference  in  1938. 

When  the  second  World  _War 
broke  out,  he  joined  the  Chicago 
Daily  News  staff  and  was  sent 
out  as  a  war  correspondent. 

Us  Covers  Conauests. 

He  has  covered  the  conquests 
of  Ethopia,  and  important  fronts 
at  Oslo,  Stockholm,  Brenner 
Pass,  Moscow,  Bucharest,  Istan¬ 
bul,  Ankara,  Sofia,  Belg^“®>  S®" 
lonika,  Athens,  Burma,  Chung¬ 
king,  indie,  Russia  and  others.

Pianist  Makes  Deep  Impression

Sidney  Foster  has  made  a  deep 
and  vivid  impression  on  those 
who  were  privileged  to  hear  him 
recital  Tuesday  evening.  From 
the  first  chord  to  the  last,  his 
powerful  mastery  impressed  his 
audience. 

Full,  round  notes  of  the  melo¬ 
dious  “Sonata  (Pathetique)  Op. 
13"  by  Beethoven  flowed  into  the 
familiar  Adagio  movement,  and 
the  intricate  passages  and  cre¬ 
scendos  of  the  Rondo. 

“Three  Etudes"  from  Chopin 
seemed  to  this  listener  like  show¬ 
ers  of  silver  bells,  a  pastoral,  and 
a  tumbling  waterfall  successive¬ 
ly.  The  “Ballade  in  A-Flat"  with 
its  recitative  was  perfectly 
blended  with  the  powerful  cli¬ 
max  at  the  end.
